New Public Housing Law /sjAdds Little 
Too Restrictive, Is Claim 
Only 1,000 
Of 35,000 
Homes Built 


House Committees 
Wffl Meet to Eye 
Legislative Changes 
WASHINGTON 


Chairman Spence (D-Ky) of 
the house banking committee 
said today restrictions im- 
posed by corigress last year 
are threatening to limit to 
1,000 units the government's 
35,000-unit low-rent 
public 


housing program for the year. 


Administration housing officials, 


it was reported, have called a 
closed-door conference late today 
with leaders of both parties on the 
Senate and House Banking com- 
mittees to seek quick removal of 
the restrictions. 


Authorized 35,000 


President Eisenhower asked 


Congress last year to authorize 
35.000 new units each year for four 
years under the program, which 
calls for the federal government 
to assist local government author- 
ities in providing housing for rent 
to lew-income groups. 


After a series of bitter battles, 


Congress approved only 35,000 new 
units, to b« contracted for by next 
June 30. In addition, construction 
could go ahead on about 31.000 
units already contracted for under 
previous laws. 


Spence said he has been advised 


that only rwo communities have 
qualified since July 1 for public 
housing under the restrictions in 
the new law. He said 42 units ac- 
tually have been approved* for 
Somerville, Mass. 
Clarksvilie, 


Term., also has qualified and is 
expected to get 100 units, although 
final action has not been taken, he 
said. 


Few Can Qualify 


Other sources said. New Orleans 


and Chicago are about ready to 
qualify.

MOSCOW (JH—The Soviet government today offered to share with 


the rest of the world the experience it claims to have gained by operat- 
ing an industrial power station with atomic energy.

Leonid llyichev told a news con- 
ference the Soviet Union is "ready 
to hand over the scientific and 
technical experience piled up in

LOS ANGELES t?— Flares and 


planes equipped with spotlights 
aided a search on the vast Mojave 
Desert today for jet speed record 
holder James B. Verdm. who 
vanished after radioing he was 
bailing out at 30 00 feet. 


The 36-year-old Douglas Aircraft 


Corp. test pilot, who set a world's 
three kilometer speed mark of 
753 4 m p h. in 1953. did not say- 
Thursday why he was jumping 
from the "mighty midget." called 
the smallest atom bomber. His 
one-place A4D Skyhawk crashed 
on the desert near Victornlle. 75 
miles northeast of here. 


"There has been some snow on 


the desert and temperatures dip 
to sub-freezing levels at night so 
we are concerned about Verdin's 
condition in the event he broke a 
leg and was unable to walk," a 
Douglas spokesman said 


The spokesman said Verdin is 


a nonsmoker and therefore may 
not have carried matches or a 
lighter with him on his daytime 
routine test trip.

The amounts sought are the dif- 


ference between former truck li- 
cense fees and the higher fees au- 
thorized by a law which became 
effective in 1952. 


Truckers had paid former rates 


pending litigation testing the valid- 
ity of the higher scale. They lost 
their appeal in die U. S.-jSupreme 
Court May 3. 1952. 


Anastos said Illinois already has

todav as a substitute for a presi- 
dential commission's recommenda- 
tion that the federal government 
build strategic roads. 


H. E. Bailey, recently resigned 


as general manager of the Okla- 
homa Turnpike Auhtority. said the 
government financing plan would 
be used by "forces of reaction . . . 
to pass the buck to the federal 
government for responsibility for 
al! classes of highways." 


In an address prepared for a 


national road conference sponsored 
by the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, he said that a. 1939 report 
of the Bureau of Public Roads 
opposing toll 'financing had "de- 
layed the development of a nation- 
al trunk highway system for 15 
years." 


Gen. Lucius D. Clay, chairman 


,f President Eisenhower's com- 
mission, told the conference at its 
opening session Thursday that 
•toll roads are here to stay" but 
that he didn't think very much of 
toll financing. 


The Clay commission called for 


a total federal-state highway pro- 
gram of 101 billion dollars over the 
next 10 years. It suggested that 
the federal government pay 25 
billions of the cost of a proposed 
27-bi!!ion-do!!ar network of 40,000 
miles of interstate highways 
through revenue bonds floated by 
a new highway corporation. Clay 
said gasoline tax revenues over 
the next 30 ..ears would b« more 
than enough to pay for this pro- 
gram. 


Bailey, instead, called for repeal 


of the 2-cent-a-gallon federal gas- 
oline fix. He suggested "that 
source of revenue be left entirely 
to the states." 


He asked that the federal govern- 


ment set up a national turnpike au- 
thority and provide 51,416.000,000 
a. year for highway work from ex- 
cise taxes on autos, trucks, oils, 
tires and parts. 


Under Bailey's program, the en- 


tire 40,000-mile interstate network 
would be made up of toll roads 
financed fay joint funds from state 
and federal turnpike authorities. 
In sparsely populated areas the 
federal government would pay the 
entire construction cost. 


A toll fee of 1 to l^i cents a mile 


would be charged to automobiles 
and 2 to 4 cents a mile to trucks. 
Proceeds would be used for main- 
tenance and the retirement of 


bonds issued by the states to fi- 
nance their part of the system.
